een More Important Than Immediate Sales 


By MICHAEL BARKWAY, Correspondent of Saturday Night and The Victoria Daily Times, from Ottawa 


LTHOUGH we haven't heard much 
about it in Parliament or in public, 
behind the scenes Ottawa is taking very 
seriously the crisis of the sterling area. 
A lot of attention has 
been given to the new 
British budget and to 
the import restrictions 
already announced in 
Austrailia, New Zea 
land, South Africa and 
Southern Rhodesia 
The measures which 
are being taken by all 
the members of ‘the 
7 Commonwealth follow, 

Barkway and carry out, the de- 
cisions reached at the Finance Ministers’ 
meeting in January which Mr. Abbott at 
tended from Canada Inevitably 
hurt some Canadian exporters. But the 
remarkable thing is that Ottawa is not 
protesting, as it has so often in the post 
war years, about sterling import restric 
tions. 

On the contrary, the officials who are 
in closest touch with these things are 
full of approva! for the way the British 
and the other Commonwealth countries 
are at last tackling their problems. 

Mr. R. A. Butler’s budget has been 
very warmly welcomed here. It is inter- 
preted as a change of direction which of 
fers a rea] chance of getting the British 
economy back on its feet. The thing 
Mr. Butler is trying to do, as it is under- 


they 


stood here, is the thing which the Cana- 
dian government has always thought 
Britain ought to do. 


To begin with it is directed at reduc- 
ing the British inflation. The increase 
in the bank rate, representing a serious 
attempt to reduce credit, shows an 
earnest desire to cut even capital invest 
ment which has been running at a higher 
level than the economy could afford. The 
reduction in food subsidies has the twin 
virtues of bringing British people face to 
face wtih the realities of the outside 
world and of reducing government expen 
diture and therefore facilitating a reduc- 
tion of taxes in the lower brackets 


The great thing, it seems here, is to 
get away from the over-sheltered atmos 
phere in which people feit they were en- 
titled t© be provided with a certain stand, 
ard and to change to a situation in which 
they realize that, for example, imported 
food is expensive, and they can only get 
it by producing enough goods to pay for 
it 

Ottawa has been particularly encour- 
aged by the Australian program. Austra- 
lia is cutting imports not only from dol- 
lar sources, but even from Britain her- 
self. She also is trying to reduce the 
expenditure on capital investment In 
other words she is trying to get into a 
position where she doesn't import any 
more from anywhere than she can pay 
for. 


If all the countries of the sterling 
area can get themselves into an over-all 
balance ori trade, as they promised-to do 
at the Finance Minister's meeting, the 
sterling crisis will really be on the way 
to solution. This will be a fundamental 
cure; not the mere palliative of slashing 
dollar imports in fits of periodic panic. 


The reductions being made by ,the 
other Dominions, apart from Britain, Will 
not be good for some Canadian exporters. 
The Australian restrictions, for example 
will hit the automobile industry. They 
will also, and most unfortunately, hit 
some textile exports. 


But by and large it is probably the 
U.K. cuts which hurt us most. Cheese 
apples, tobacco, and possibly canned 
salmon will fee] the worst of it The 
lumber contract, for the present at any 
rate, stands until the fall. These things 
are uncomfortable and regrettable. But 
looking at the overall picture the govern 
ment is not too gloomy about them 


Certainly in the general national! in- 
terest it is far more important to have 
the sterling area a going concern and 
sterling a respected world currency. than 
it is to sell a few more goods to sterling 
countries this year or next. The hope 
and belief here is that the measures now 
being taken are moves towards establish 
ing the future of sterling: and that is 
something of great impartance to 
Canada.

At a meeting of the executive of the provincial synod of 
British Columbia, with Bishop Harold E. Sexton, Victoria, pre- 
siding as metropolitan, Mr. Greenwood was nominated to fill 
the position vacated last December by the resignation of Arch 
bishop Walter Adams

‘Bond Issue 


Retired 


REGANA, March 15 (CP)—The 
province of Saskatchewan today 
retired its highest-cost bond is- 
sue, terminating the only major 
financing ever done by the prov- 
ince at a coupon rate as high 
as 6 per cent 

The bonds, issued March 15, 
1932, in the depth of the depres- 
sion, tetaled $7,980,000 and sold 
at a discount to yield an average 
rate of about 6% per cent to the 
investor 

In retiring the bond issue, the 
provinee- paid off $5,000,000 and 
covered the remainder with the 
proceeds of the $5,000,000 short- 
term issue made last January at 
a cost of 3.75 peg cent. A saving 
of about $300, in interest 
charges was effected. 

Provincial Treasurer. C. M. 
Fines termed the bond retire- 
ment an “historic event” for the 
province. He said Saskatche- 
wan’s ability to borrow money 
now at lower interest rates was 
proof of its economic growth.
